pictures,  iihile  sitting  waiting  for  small  adjustments  to  be  made,  1 -raised 
Liy  eyes  and  saw  coining  down  from  the  north  at  i height  of  perhaps  3,500  feet 
a rather  ndaty  luminous  fora  which  seeoed  like  three  longiah  cigars 
travelling  in  fonoatlon.  Ihe  formation  was  coioing  dus  south  and  came  down  to 
about  2,500  feet,  and  Just  before  it  got  to  ^ere  we  were  sitting  it  wheeled 
in  a rather  sharp  arc,  still  losing  height  and  turned  in  direction.
